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The sketch map of Holhow-Kiungshan generally is accurate. A few buildings are 
misplaced. The building shown as the Custom House is the Clock Tower [See 
Fig. VIII-64 p. 447. The Custom House is on the south bank of the river 
opposite the larger red hatched area marked "storage area." Next door to the 
Custom House is the Communications Building which now houses the post office, 
telegraph office and telephone office. The Sun Yat Sen Memorial Hall also is 
misplaced. It is on the north side of the most southerly of the five parallel 
streets shown in the heart of the town. There is no power plant at the site 
marked "power plant - (approximate location)." The power plant is correctly 
shown SSE of this “approximate location." There is no cement plant. The 

more westerly of the two storage areas shown on the north bank of the river 

is the approximate site of the Standard-Vacuum Company and the more easterly 
of the Asiatic Petroleum Company. A few additional buildings are shown on 

the attached overlay. 


The building marked “Hainan School for Boys" on the road just north of Kiungshan 
is the site of the American Presbyterian Mission compound at Kiungshan. There 
is no hospital at the site marked "possible hospital” just south of the above. 


The main road Holhow west is the more southerly of the two branches shown and 
is concrete paved to just about the edge of the plan. 


The river is always known locally as the Golden River or Kimkiang {Chin Chiang/. 
I have never heard it called the Nan Tu Ho. : 
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5. The American Presbyterian Mission compound occupies the middle section of 
the "island" formed by the two roads running NE out of Kachek. ‘The com- 
pound contains among other buildings a church with a 50-ft tower and a 
2-story hospital to the east of the church. Across the road SE of the 
mission compound and between that road and the curving trail shown south of 
it is the former Japanese, now Communist, naval installation and barracks. 
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
